I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  a combined 
report  on  the  health  of  the  district  for  the  years  1939-41, 
the  presentation  of  which  has  boen  delayed  by  the  constant 
pressure  of  current  work  arising  nut  of  war  conditions. 

The  statistical  records,  covering  as  they  do 
the  last  year  of  peace  and  the  first  two  years  of  war,  provide 
the  advantage  of  easy  comparison,  and  show  how  vjell  the 
gosvcytt}.  health  of  the  district  has  been  maintained. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  has  remained 
loxi , except  for  a severe  nutbreal:  of  Diphtheria  which  occurred 
in  an  institution  for  children  during  the  last  quarter  of  1940. 
Measlos  became  epidemic  during  the  first  six  months  of  1941, 
and  a prevalence  of  Whooping  Cough  was  sustained  throughout  that 
year.  Sporadic  cases  of  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever  occurred  during 
1940  and  1941,  in  accordance  with  the  higher  prevalence  of  the 
disease. 


The  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area  wore 
satisfactory  and  the  sanitary  work  v/as  efficiently  carried  out 
under  the  direction  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  (Mr , J.,Yk.Gale )l 

The  v/ater  supply  of  the  district  maintained  a high 
standard  of  chemical  and  bacteriological  purity* 

The  Civil  Defence  Casualty  Services,  the  organisa- 
tion and  administration  of  'which  devolved  on  the  staff  of  the 
Public  Health  Department,  performed  their  duties  with  zeal  and 
efficiency  during  the  period  of  air  raids  and  I would  express 
my  appreciation  of  the  loyal  and  devoted  service  of  the  many 
volunteers  in  all  parts  of  the  district,

advice  and  assistance,  and  I am  indebted  to  the  officers  of  the 
Council  for  thoir  closo  co-oporation ,

In  viev;  of  continued  non-compliance  of  the  requirements 
cf  the  above-mentioned  Statutory  Notices,  further  Summary 
Proceedings  v;ere  taken  against  the  ovmer/occupier  of  the  premises 
for  daily  penalties  in  respect  of  the  failure  to -narry  • out ■ the 
required  works  on  November  S8th,  1910,  when  the  defendant  was 
fined  £5  on  each  of  the  tvje  summonses  and  ordered  t pay  £3,3.0. 
costs. 

The  final  result  of  these  proceedings  was  that  the 
owner/occupicr  closed  the  promises  -and  gave  up  the  business  on 
January  31st,  1911,  had  the  wooden  buildings  removed  from  the 
site  and  terminated  his  tenancy  of  the  land  on  16th  July,  1911, 

Surrey  County  Council  Act,  1951,  - At  Sutton  Potty  Sessions. 

Action  was  taken  under  Section  57  cf  the  Act  in  respect 
of  an  encampment  of  gypsies  on  land  off  Roigatc  Road,  Nork,  on 
the  grounds  that  the' amenities  of  that  part  of  the  Urban  District 
wore  prejudicially  affected  by  the  presence  of  or  conditions 
arising  from  the  moveable  dwellings  thereon. 

The  case  was  heard  on  13th  February,  1911,  and  resulted 
in  the  Court  making. an  Order  (a)  requiring  the  removal  of  the 
moveable  dwellings  and  (b)  prohibiting  any  moveable  dwelling 
being  placed  on  the  l-and  within  a radius  of  880  yards  from  the 
site  of  the  moveable  d'wcllings  as  coloured  on,  the- plan  attached 
to  the  Order,  - 


Entry  of  Premises.  , 

Warrants  to  enter  premises  v/ere  obtained  on  application 
to  a Justice  of  the  Peace  as  follows :-

The  inspection  v;as  duly  carried  out  on  September  1th, 
when  it  was  found  that  tho  promises  were  being  used  in 
contravention  of  the  Act  for  the  purposes  of  an  ’’offensive 
trade”,  namely  ”Fat  Mclter”,  No  further  action  was  taken  as 
shortly  after  the  inspection  of  tho  premises the 'occupier 
gave  up  the  business  -and  left . the  ' district . 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1958,  In  1910,  to  enter  premises  in 
Banstoad  and  Aoodmansterne  to  ascertain  if  there  had  been  any 
contravention  of  the  Public  Health  (Meat  Regulations) , 1921,  ^

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Alth'- u:j1i  tlioro  v;gs  ascertain  r.r.runt  of  oviclcncc  found 
on  tho  site  of  the  premises  in  Bnnstend  from  niiich  it  appeared 
that  there,  had  been  a contravention  of  the  Regulations,  it  v:as 
decided  that  the  evidence  u'as  not  sufficiently  substantial  to 
\7arrant  action  being  taken  against  the  occupier.

Difficulty  continued  to  be  experienced  in  fhe  ‘years 
1939'  and  1940'  in  dealing  \7ith  encampments  of  moveable  dv'ollings 
occupied  by  gj^psies,  similarly  as  during  previous  years. 

Until  November  1940 ^ the  period  of  stay  of  the  gypsies 

on  any  particular  piece  of  land  did  not  exceed  a fe\;  weeks, 
but  in  N-vember,  gypsies  commenced  to  congregate  on  land  off 
Reigatc  Road,  Nork,.  until  in. Uebcmbor,  the  nujnber  .f  moveable 
dvjellings  had  reached  a total  of  19. 

Every  endeavour  Mas  made  to  obtain  their  reriuv  1 but 
withv-.ut  success,  and  the  Council  decided  in  January  1941  to 
take  action  under  Section  57  of  tho  Surrey  County  Council 
Act,  1931.  This  acticn  and  the  result  thereof  is  set  out 
earlier  in  this  Report  under  the  heading  of  "Legal  Actions". 


Since  then,  this  particular  part  of  the  Urban  District 
has  been  free  of  gypsies  and,  their  encampments. 


Other  parts  of  tho  Urban  .District  have  been  subjected 
to  this  trouble,  the  areas  being  land  off  Chipstoad  Valley 
Road,  and  off  Hone  Lane,  V/oodmansterne , and'  off  Kingswood  Road, 
Tad'werth.  In  con  junction  .v;ith  tho  owners  of  tho  land, 
removal  of  tho  encampments  was  effected  in  every  case  and 
conditions  have  not  so'  far  'approached  those  that  existed  at 
Nork. 


Offensive  Trades. 

There  arc  no  such  trades  carried  on  in  the  Urban 
District.  One  offensive  trade  commenced  to  operate  in' 
1939,  at  Tadworth,  and  this  is  dealt  with  under  the  heading 
"Legal  Actions"  earlier  in  this  Report.

They  uere  generally  of  a mild  typo  and 
no  deaths  occurred. 


Diphtheria , 

■-  ’ The  incidence  of  Diphtheria  nas  lov;  except  for 

an  institutional  outbreak  involving  the  notification 
of  140  children  during  the  last  quarter  of  1940. 

Of  those,  eighty-seven  v/ore  confirmed  as  eases  of 
Diphtheria,  thirty-eight  as  Diphtheria  carriers,  and 
the  remainder  as  negative  cases.  Spread  uas  due  to 
the  coincidence  of  infection  with  active  air-raid 
conditions  and  congregation  in  shelters,  '.'.'ith  the. 
active  co-operation  of  the  authorities  concerned, 
sectional  quarantine  and  routine  swabbing,  the  spread 
of  infectirn  was  overcome.  ..There  was  one  death  from 
Diphtheria  in  1939,  and  no  deaths  in  1940  or  1941. 


D i wh  t he  r i g Immunisation. 

During  1939  , and  1940,  the  Oouncil'  s scheme-'  vjas 
restricted  to  -necessitous  persons  and  25  and  -29  children 
Were  immunised  in  these  years.  During  1941, -the. 

campaign  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  . the  wider  -' 
application  -of  the  scheme . enabled  the  immunisation  of 
1,555  children,  of  those  448  Y/erv.  under  5 years  of  age 
and  1,107  over  5 yoars  of  age,  . The  following  table 
shov/s  the  age  groups  of  children  treated  in  1941.

Scabies. 

There  ucrc  three  eases  of  Scabies  ' reported  during 
1941  and  all  responded  to  home  treatment.  They  s.erve  as 
index  of  the  general  higher  prevalence  of  this  infection. 
Scabies  is  due  to  a mite  named  Sarcoptes  -Scabie,  the  female 
of  v/hich  burrov/s  into  the  softer  tissues  of  the  body  and 
lay  eggs  v/hich  hatch  in  72  hours.  These  produce  larvae 
which  leave  the  burrows  and  moving  over  the- surface  of  the 
skin -form  now  burrows  where  they  reach  maturity;  it  is  the 
burrov;ing  which  causes  the  intense  itch  associated  v/ith 
Scabies.  Treatment  consists  of  hot  baths  during,  which  the 
skin  is  scrubbed  to  open  up  tlie  burrows  and  expose  the  mite 
to  the  subsequent  application  of  Sulphur  Ointment  or  of 
Benzyl  Benzoate  Evulsion.
